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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Dear Friends: 

Nothing would please us more than to report to you on these pages that the cost 
of everything has decreased and no major expenses are facing the town in the 
foreseeable future. Unfortunately, such is not the case. Unforeseen problems in 
both our highway and transfer station departments resulted in major expenditures 
and increased costs during 1988 and undoubtedly will have a major impact in 1989 
and beyond. The need to replace both our backhoe-loader and one of our dump 
trucks within the same six-month period is obviously an expensive and major 
decision. However, if we are to continue to maintain our roads in an acceptable 
fashion we have no alternative. The reliance upon older equipment necessitates 
spending a great deal of time in repairs just to keep the items on the road — time 
which we would most certainly prefer be spent on actual road work. 
Unfortunately, we are not in a position to purchase new equipment, and so must 
get by as best we can. The sudden demise of our backhoe-loader this past fall left 
us no choice but to obtain another one. The costs related to its acquisition are 
addressed in the town warrant. We have to report also that our green dump truck is 
no longer worth our time and funds to repair and must be replaced. This issue is 
also addressed in the warrant. Furthermore, our increasing population and the 
resultant demands upon our roads requires we find a third full-time employee in this 
department in order to meet the work load. 

Another major expense which can no longer be put off or ignored is Sand Pond 
Road, which is badly deteriorated and requires extensive rebuilding through much 
of its length. Our department proposes to approach this project in stages over a 
period of several years. In this manner, we feel the town will realize significant 
savings as opposed to contracting the job out to a private construction firm and 
attempting to complete it all in one season. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the members of our Road Committee for 
the time and effort they devoted to assisting us in the above. 

Another year has passed and regional efforts to solve the solid waste dilemma 
are no closer to solution than last meeting. Cost of operating are on the increase 
and we do not know where they will end. We do not know how long we will be 
able to remain at our present site. Our best alternative appears to be a recycling 
program, and a committee of townspeople is currently involved in the planning 
stages of this project. There are indications that outside funds may be pursued. 
There is no doubt in our minds that any recycling program will require relocation 
due to space constraints at our present site. 

As most of you are aware, our last complete re-evaluation of property was in 
1984. Though we had hoped that this expensive project would not have to be 
undertaken again for at least ten years, we find we really can't wait that long. The 
constant turnover of property, coupled with the wide and varying range of prices 
has rapidly rendered the values set in 1984 unrealistic and inequitable. We have 
already entered into informal negotiations with a major property appraisal firm 
and are looking towards 1991 for completion. Although we have not arrived at a 
final cost figure, we are nevertheless asking for the creation of a capital reserve 
account to be funded annually for this project. 

On a related issue, it is becoming increasingly evident to our town staff that the 
Marlow tax maps, originally drawn in 1974, are riddled with errors and omissions 
and do not meet legal requirements. Much of this is due to the large number of 
subdivisions that have occurred in the past fifteen years and the resulting precise 
survey information now available. Also, the manner in which the maps are 
displayed in the town office results in rapid deterioration. We have therefore 
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determined that it is necessary to have the town tax maps redrawn. Towards this 
end we have placed an article in the warrant requesting all property owners to 
provide the town with the most precise information they possess regarding their 
property, such as maps indicating acreage, current abutters, road front footage, etc. 
Survey maps are best, of course, but even an owner's sketch will be helpful. The 
more precise information we can supply our cartographer, the better the finished 
product. We will also obtain a better display and storage method for our new 
maps. If the new maps are updated by qualified personnel in a timely manner, 
they will not become obsolete for many years, and will serve as a very useful tool 
in identifying property. 

This past year Marlow was ordered by the state to undertake perambulation of all 
town boundaries with the six adjacent towns. Perambulation is a statutory 
requirement which must be accomplished every seven years. Marlow was long 
overdue. Fulfilling this requirement is not a significant expense to the town, but 
it is very time consuming for the selectmen involved. To date, four boundaries 
have been perambulated in conjunction with the selectmen of the respective 
towns; two remain to be accomplished in 1989. When deemed necessary, the 
services of a registered land surveyor are engaged to facilitate the operation. 
When completed, members of our current board will be familiar with all of 
Marlow's town lines, a valuable asset for any community. 

In these pages we have described some of the issues and expenses facing 
Marlow in 1989. These and others will be dealt with at town meeting. Please 
bear in mind that the final decisions regarding appropriations and the funding of 
specific projects rests with you, the voters. The selectmen can only proceed with 
your approval. Your attendance and attention at town meeting is of paramount 
importance for the proper functioning of the town. We urge every voter to attend. 

When attending town meeting, or passing by Jones Hall, please notice the 
excellent job of repainting the building's exterior which was accomplished with 
our tax dollars last summer. This is truly a beautiful old landmark which we can 
justly be proud of preserving. 

Finally, we wish to express our appreciation to all the staff, elected officials 
and volunteers who have given of themselves above and beyond their normal 
duties to help us build a better community to live in.

Motion was made and seconded to increase the Town Clerk's salary to $1000 per 
year. Passed. 


Motion was made and seconded to add $800 to Town Officers’ salaries to be 
divided evenly among the three Selectmen, Tax Collector and Treasurer. Passed. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend FICA budget to $5200.00. Passed. 
Motion was made and seconded to reduce the Highway Budget from $80,360.00 to 
$70,360.00 and to reduce the Solid Waste Disposal budget from $31,000.00 to 
$28,000.00. Passed by written ballot. YES 50 NO 43. 


Amended budget of $200,193.00 passed. 
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Motion was made and seconded to pass over Article 4 and proceed to Article 5 so 
PC Connection could make their presentation, then return to Article 4. Passed. 


Article 5: Motion was made and seconded to discontinue that portion of Fox Hill 
Road from Route 10 to its intersection with the Mansfield Road, and to accept by 
deed from Gallup & Hall, a real estate partnership, a new section of properly 
constructed road to replace said discontinued portion of Fox Hill Road as described 
by map of Gallup & Hall. (RSA 231:43) 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 5 to include as a condition of 
acceptance a de-acceleration lane for Washington Pond Road subject to State 
approval. Defeated. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 5 to add: The Selectmen are 
directed to acquire technical engineering services from the Department of 
Transportation, State of New Hampshire and that the approval of specifications, at 
a minimum, follow the guides for Town Road Aid Projects. Final acceptance be 
subject to the satisfaction and joint inspection by State and Town representatives. 
Amendment passed. 


Amended article passed. 


Article 4: Motion was made and seconded to adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58- 
86 for a real estate tax lien procedure. These statutes provide that tax sales to 
private individuals for non-payment of property taxes on real estate are replaced 
with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only a municipality or county 
where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax lien against land and 
buildings for unpaid taxes. 


Article Passed. 


Article 6: Motion was made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twelve hundred ($1200.00) Dollars to purchase a fence and install said fence along 
Church Street and running parallel along Cross Street. Project to be under the 
control of the Trustees of the Cemetery. 


Article passed. 


Article 7: Motion was made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of Nine 
Hundred ($900.00) Dollars for the restoration of old town records. Said project to 
be under the control of the Town Clerk. 


Article Passed. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital reserve fund under 
the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a Town Police Cruiser and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand ($2000.00) Dollars to be placed in this 
fund.

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Article 9: Motion was made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to be added to the Highway Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. 


Article 9 passed. 


Article 10: Motion was made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Four Thousand Three Hundred Fifty ($4,350.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
painting and repairing the exterior of Jones Hall. 


Article 10 passed. 


Article 11: Motion was made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Nineteen Thousand Eighty Five ($19,085.00) Dollars for the purpose of paving 
and sealing Gustin Pond Road. 


It was noted the money for the preparatory work on Gustin Pond Road necessary 
for this article was in the Highway Budget, which was just cut by $10,000.00, 
therefore probably gone. 


Article 11 defeated. 


Article 12: Motion was made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fourteen Thousand Seven Hundred Sixteen ($14,716.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
replacing culverts over Gee Brook and paving the lower portion of Sand Pond 
Road. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 12 to use Four Thousand 
($4,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of replacing culverts over Gee Brook and use 
the remaining Ten Thousand Seven Hundred Sixteen ($10,716.00) Dollars to shim 
and pave Gustin Pond Road. Defeated. 


A request to set up a Capital Reserve Fund for the repair of Sand Pond Road was 
overruled since a warrant article is needed. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 12 to raise the sum of Thirty 
Three Thousand Eight Hundred One ($33,801.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
replacing the culverts over Gee Brook and repairing Sand Pond Road. Motion 
withdrawn. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 12 to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars to replace culverts over Gee Brook. 
Amendment passed. 


Amended Article 12 passed. 
Article 13: Motion was made and seconded to abolish the Marlow Road 
Committee as an elected body, and to invest the Selectmen with the authority to 


appoint its membership if and when its functions are found necessary. 


Article defeated. 
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Article 14: Motion was made and seconded to rescind the appointment of the 
Chief of Police by the Selectmen and to elect the Chief of Police for a three (3) 
year term at this meeting. 


Motion was made and seconded to table Article 14. Moderator overruled and 
opened the article to discussion. 


The Selectmen consulted legal counsel on this article and determined you cannot 
elect a part-time Chief of Police or a Road Agent at a Town Meeting for a period 
of three years. You can only elect such persons for a period of one year until the 
next election. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 14 to a one-year elected term. 
Amendment passed. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 14 to elect the Police Chief at 
the next town election. Defeated. 


Motion was made to have a written ballot. Passed. 

Amended article passed. 78 ballots cast. 1 VOID, YES 40 NO 37 

Motion was made and seconded to go on to Article 15, if Article 15 is passed we 
would recess after today's business meeting and reconvene in 60 days to elect a 


Police Chief and Road Agent, if so passed. Passed. 


Article 15: Motion was made and seconded to rescind the appointment of the 
Road Agent by the Selectmen and to elect the Road Agent for a three (3) year term 
at this meeting. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 15 to rescind the appointment of 
the Road Agent by the Selectmen and to elect the Road Agent for a one (1) year 
term at the recessed meeting in 60 days. Amendment passed. 


The Selectmen called for a five-minute recess and they went into Executive 
Session. 


The Selectmen announced that they were prepared to appoint Hartley Sanders Road 
Agent for a period of one year if the original motion to elect the Road Agent was 
withdrawn. 


Article 15 withdrawn. 


Hartley "Buzzy" Sanders was appointed Road Agent for one year and swom in. 
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Article 16: Motion was made and seconded to adopt (1) the changes to the Rules 
and Regulations of Marlow Town Cemeteries; (2) the duties of the Sexton, as 
proposed by the Trustees of the Cemeteries. The following changes were 
discussed: 


Art. 3 No admittance to the cemeteries except on business. 
No animals shall be admitted to the cemetery. 
*Cemetery open from sunrise to sunset 
* No artificial flowers allowed in cemetery. 


Art. Il Every body buried in a lot or single grave must be enclosed in a 
concrete, stone or other permanent vault of approved specifications. 
* Gravestones shall be installed on a concrete foundation of approved 
specifications. 
* Only flat marker and/or gravestones allowed in cremation garden. 


Art. 14 Sales of lots shall be limited to residents or former residents with the 
approval of the Cemetery Committee. 
*Cost of plot shall be $250.00 per single lot (2 graves), and $500.00 
per double lot (4 graves). $100 per cremation grave (2 family burials). 
Funds derived from the sale of plots shall be credited to a Common 
Perpetual Care Trust Fund and shall be considered as payment in full by 
the purchaser for care of the lot by the Town in perpetuity. 


* Denotes changed or added material. 
DUTIES OF THE SEXTON 


1. Sexton shall enforce the rules and regulations of the Marlow Cemeteries. 

2. Sexton shall mow and trim all areas of the Marlow Cemeteries four times 
yearly, at the direction of the Cemetery Committee. Committee reserves right 
to contract out same. 

3. Sexton shall be responsible for the general appearance of all cemetery 
buildings and grounds. This to include, but not be limited to, the removal of 
litter, old floral arrangements and other unsightly refuse. 

4. Sexton shall oversee all grave openings and interments. 

5. Sexton shall be responsible for the sale of plots and the maintenance of all 
records pertaining to same, as directed by the Trustees of Trust Funds and the 
Cemetery Committee. 

6. Sexton shall paint and repair all fences, buildings, roads and walkways at the 
direction of the Cemetery Committee. Rates of pay for each job to be agreed 
upon between Committee and Sexton. Committee reserves right to contract 
out any work it sees fit. 

7. Sexton shall maintain all perpetual care lots as per agreement between Sexton 
and Trustees. Trustees reserve right to contract out Perpetual Care as they see 
fit. 

8. Sexton is at all times answerable to Cemetery Committee and under their 
direction. 

9. Sexton shall submit any and all bills to the Cemetery Committee for approval 
before payment of same. 
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10. Sexton shall submit for approval, to the Cemetery Committee, a rate schedule 
of all charges to be levied in relation to interments. Committee reserves 
right to contract out interments. 


Motion was made and seconded to have new rate increases for plots effective in 90 
days. Passed. 


Amended Article 16 passed. 
Article 17: To conduct such business as may come before the municipal body. 


« Motion was made and seconded to ask the State of New Hampshire to widen 
the bridge over the Ashuelot River on Route 10 near the Marlow Grocery and 
to paint a crosswalk on the same road since there are a lot of pedestrians 
using the bridge. It was felt the present bridge is too narrow for cars, trucks 
and pedestrians. With PC Connection in town, many of their employees walk 
to the store at break and lunch times. Passed. 


¢ Motion was made and seconded to have bond issue ready for Sand Pond Road 
rebuilding for March 1989 meeting. Passed. 


* Motion was made and seconded to recess the meeting until May 11, 1988 at 
7:00 p.m., for the purpose of electing a Police Chief. Passed.

Motion was made by Chester Dimlich and seconded by Bruce Ciccone that after the 
nominations there would be a ten minute recess before the election, and in the 
event the election is illegal that the Selectmen are instructed to appoint whoever 
was voted in. Written ballot. 128 ballots cast. 55 YES, 72 NO, 1 VOIDED. 
Motion defeated. 


Motion was made by Joseph Feuer and seconded by Amy Lantz that we reconsider 
Article 14. It was ruled that only those who originally moved the article could 
ask to reconsider. Motion withdrawn. 


Motion was made by Lenita Crosby and seconded by Alice Scharf to have the 
nominations for Police Chief tonight and then recess for two weeks, at which time 
an election will take place. Motion not allowed by Moderator.

Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit 
for every fire that is to be kindled out of doors when the ground is not covered with 
snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire must first obtain this written 
permit from the Town Fire Warden. No burning allowed between 9 A.M. and 5 
P.M. unless raining. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is 
required, is violating our fire permit law. Such persons are subject to a court 
appearance and could be fined up to $1,000.000 and receive a jail sentence of up to 
one year. Such person is also liable for any damages caused and fire suppression 
costs.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


Because of the quickening pace of residential and commercial growth in 
Southwest New Hampshire, 1988 has seen a major re-organization of the Marlow 
Conservation Commission. As required by State Law, RSA 365-A, the Commission 
will act to oversee the proper utilization and protection of natural and watershed 
resources, and will work towards assisting the Selectpersons, Planning Board, ZBA 
and Building and Health Inspectors when projects arise on or around land areas with 
critical or fragile soil or water systems. 

To accomplish this work, we have aligned ourselves with the Cheshire County 
Conservation District and have begun to study the town's medium intensity soil 
maps from which the Wetlands Conservation District in the Zoning Ordinance was 
derived. We have also become members of the New Hampshire Association of 
Conservation Commissions and have, as required by law, begun to map marshlands, 
swamps and other open wetlands. We hope to address identification and protection 
of Marlow’ groundwater in the coming year. 

The work of the Marlow Conservation Commission requires the support and 


INVOLVEMENT of every citizen. Regularly scheduled meetings are held the second 


Monday of every month at 7:30 p.m. at the Town Library in Jones Hall. We do 
need more Commissioners and we need some Alternate Commissioners as well. 
These are not elected positions, so PLEASE see a Selectperson or current 
Conservation Commissioner if you are interested in working more closely with us. 
The Townspeople of Marlow are cordially encouraged to attend our each and every 
meeting. 
Thanks to Dick Sevino for chairing our Commission for a short while.

Cash book entries were}i' 
verified to source documents, primarily invoices, vouchers and copies of receipts 


source funds. Monthly reports of the Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Selectmen's 
office and Town Treasurer were audited and verified to their respective source | 
journals through September 30, 1988. Journals were footed, cross-footed and 
reviewed for accuracy for the same period. All errors and discrepancies discovered | 
in the course of the audit thus far have been or are in the process of being corrected © 
at the writing of this report (November 21, 1988.) | 

The final year end quarter, October through December, as well as the year ending | 
reports will be completed after my return to Marlow on or about April 1, 1989. At | 
that time the records of the Library and the Trustees of the Trust Funds will also be — 
audited. 

The computerization of the Town Selectmen's financial records, which 
commenced in 1987, is working well and is providing town officials with current 
data, enabling them to better control town funds and operations. These records are 
reconciled with the Town Treasurer's records and reports on a monthly basis by the 
Town Auditor. 

The records of the Tax Collector for the current year are being computerized for 
the first time. The hard took records (Tax Collector's records as kept in the past) 
are also being kept for 1988 to help insure the accuracy of the Tax Collector's 
records for the time being. 

The financial records of the Selectmen's office, the Town Clerk, Tax Collector 
and Town Treasurer, January through September, will be considered substantially 
accurate after corrective action as mentioned in paragraph one above is completed. 
This examination is being conducted in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and procedures and in conformance with State RSA Regulations.

‘} some equipment. 


From there came my training. The only Part Time Officers School in the state 
during the Spring was in Plymouth. I completed the course in July. 

Between Police School and many hours riding with Ken Avery patrolling, I 
slowly gained the experience I needed. The next thing we needed was a complete 
inventory of everything in the Police Department. After many hours, Ken and I 
came up with a final list which is now in the town computer. 

The next question I kept hearing was "How come the town has a radar unit and 
nobody has ever used it?" Well, the radar unit needed to be certified and calibrated 
by the State of New Hampshire. This has been done. The next thing was, the 
officers running it needed to be certified; so after two days at Police Standards and 


_ Training in Concord, we are now certified in New Hampshire. In the near future, 


expect to see the radar unit being used. 

Between Ken and me, we responded to 124 calls in 1988, and we didn't start until 
May. Hopefully, the amount of calls will go down in '89. 

I would have to say the Police Department is on its feet and looking towards the 


future. So if you have any information on any type of crime going on in town, 


give us a call. The best way to get one of us is to call Keene Dispatch at 352- 
1100. 

I would like to thank Ken Avery for all his help this past year and I would like 
to say "Thank You" to the town of Marlow for putting your trust in me. The Police 
Department is here to protect and serve the town and Marlow is a town to be proud 
of!
